‘Phis 
racket pemetrates te one’s 
very marrow: it leaves’ one 
shivering and fmrious. but 
helpless. To think that sweh 
a horror has invaded our 
Peaceful cacophony of Chause- 
son roars, Tiger howle and 
motorcycie noises, with the 
tacit support of our authori- 
ties, makes. me doubtful of 
the success of afl our ap- 
pe ils. 

Nevertheless, I joim De. 
Grunwald, as. hie fellow 
citizen of 4 iw 80 wnhealthy 
by Zurié¢h’s .staridards. in 
calling for am immediate end 
te such nuisances. 
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
